DOYLESTOWN, July 
2 0 —Buoks 
County Planning Commission de­ 
cided at a session on Tuesday to 
ask assistance of the State Planning i 
Board in selection of an applicant 
for position of director. This was 
in view of the fact th at there is a 
lack of city planning engineers and 
that those available com mand high 
salaries. 
“The one man we felt would 
, really AU the Job m ost com petently, 
a man with experience and fine 
personality, has taken another po­ 
sition since we are unable to offer 
him as high a salary,“County Com­ 
m issioner Simon 
K. Moyer said. 
"The question of salary is a prob­ 
lem. and we’ll practically have to 
start over again. 
At the present 
we’re s ty m ie until we can get 
more applicants and Bucks county! 
Is too hot a spot for a raw , In­ 
experienced person.” 
Agreeing that the salary expected 
by a com petent director would bring 
public criticism , County Commis­ 
sioner Edward C. Hancock said: 
»“It’s a hard hurdle to handle. I’ve 
had people say. 'W hat do you care? 
• You’re not paying for it,’ but we 
can’t take that attitude. The County 
Commissioners have alw ays been 
fair with the use of the taxpayers’ 
dollars.” 
“ lf the planning itself can effect 
such a great savings in ratables as 
we are told by experts.” Thomas 
R. Stockham , Jr., said, “the Job 
would really be worth a higher 
'sa la ry , and we’d all be sitting pret­ 
ty, especially as far as taxes are 
concerned. Of course, there would 
naturally be less dissension in the 
lower portion of the county, but in 
less tim e than people realise, the 
effects of the steel expansion will 
be felt at least as far as Q uaker­ 
town and Perkasie. 
“ I was laughed at only a few 
m onths ago,” he continued, “ when 
I told residents of Palls township 
they’d be wishing their houses were 
turned around the other w ay; now 
many of those houses are already 
up for sale.

Bristol voters at the primary election next Tuesday 
will have a chance to vote upon a $400,000 bond issue for 
enlargements in the borough's sewer system. 
It may be helpful to set forth some thoughts on tViis 
bond issue, so that the citizens may more clearly under­ 
stand the question before making up their mind how to 
vote. 
First, there is no choice about making the enlarge­ 
ments. They must be made. The state laws require it. 
The work is necessary as part of the state pure-stream 
program. 
The only question is whether to finance it 
through a bond issue, or by the creation of an "authority.” 
Second, a direct bond issue is always the best, cheap­ 
est and most business-like method of financing such im­ 
provements. The "authorities” were invented to allow 
communities to finance the work when they had already 
used up their borrowing capacity on something else. Like 
all substitutes, they cost more, and are never as satisfac­ 
tory as the real thing. 
Third, Bristol has sufficient borrowing capacity to 
make the sewer enlargements, and enough other resources 
to make all the water plant improvements now required as 
well. Under a bond issue, the borrowing capacity will 
quickly be built up again, so that a further bond issue for 
water improvements would be possible in a few years, 
if needed. 
, 
Fourth, the cost of the sewer improvements will make 
a sewer rent necessary in the borough. If the bond issue 
ie passed, it is expected that a rent of about 40 per cent of 
the water bills will be imposed. You can figure out for 
yourself what this would mean to you. If your water bill 
is $15 a year, for example, then you would have to pay $6 
additional for sewer rent. If your bill is $20 a year, which 
is about the average, your sewer bill would then be $8 a 
year.

DOYLESTOWN, July 20 — A three-year program 
of major road improvements in Bucks County has been 
worked out by the Pennsylvania Highway Department, it 
was announced today by Senator Edward B. Watson. 
Among the projects slated for early start are another 
large unit of the so-called "Dream Highway" from Bristol 
to Doylestown; important work on crowded Route 202; a 
highway and bridge at Washington Crossing Park; and 
other needed links in virtually all parts of the county. 
Because of the rapid growth of 
population In the county, the com­ 
ing of large acale new industries 
Into the lam er End of tho county 
and the opening of the new portions 
of the Pennsylvania Turnpike, Sen­ 
ator Watson said, Bucks County 
has seen a number of serious high­ 
way problems arise within only a 
few months. 
These have received the personal 
attention of the Secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Department of High­ 
ways. the Hon. Roy Smock, accord­ 
ing to Senator Watson, and have 
resdlted In the allocation to this 
area of a much larger than uaual 
share of the state’s road expendi­ 
tures.

where there have been no sewer rentals for homeowners. 
Rut they are small by comparison with the sewer rents 
elsewhere. Moreover, there is no way in sight by which 
a sewer rent appears avoidable, now that the sewer plant 
improvements must be made, and the rentals under an 
authority would run much larger— you can be sure of that. 
Sixth, since the sewer plant enlargements must be 
made dne way or the other, and since the bond issue is 
much the safest and cheapest method, and since also the 
Borough can always set up an authority later if it becomes 
necessary, regardless of its bond issues, it would seem that 
the citizens have everything to gain and nothing to lose by 
supporting the bond issue next Tuesday. 
One final word: The water plant in Bristol is an asset 
worth well into the millions of dollars. The sewer plant 
also is a valuable resource. No matter how attractive an 
“authority" may seem, there is no getting away from the 
fact that the community would lose control of its valuable 
plants by this method for the life of the authority, and 
under some circumstances might even lose them perman­ 
ently.

WHENEVER you come aero. i 
something written by Prof. Paul 
Witty of Northwestern University 
about gifted children, you will 
find it well worth reading. He has 
carried on and published numer­ 
ous researches on this subject. 
He has a popularly-writ ten arti­ 
cle. "The World Needs Gifted 
Children,” in the June issue of 
the National Parent-Teachei, the 
official publication of the Na­ 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers. 
? 
He points out that many a 
gifted child, for want of guid- 
i ance, proper intellectual stimula- 
I tion and opportunity for higher 
education, never realizes his pos­ 
sible usefulness to the world, and 
that a conspicuous characteristic 
of such a child is his early mas­ 
tery of reading and strong inter­ 
est In books. 
Challenging Program 
Dr. Witty advises that very 
bright ch ildren on e n te rin g 
school should be offered a pro­ 
gram that will challenge their 
reading ability. “If they receive 
only routine Instruction in read­ 
ing.” he says, "the inevitable re­ 
sults are Impatience and bore­ 
dom.” 
In 
recent years schoolbook 
publishers have been making 
J available good material for these 
i very bright children. So have 
[several good children’s maga- 
tlnes, 
Dr. Witty observes that edu­ 
cators are slowly awakening to 
the fact that gifted children have 
been neglected not only in the 
grades but also in the secondary 
schools and colleges. 
One investigator reports a fol­ 
low-up study of the top 16 per 
cent of a large group of high 
school graduates from one state 


Nine years after graduation, less 
than half of these gifted students 
had received a college degree and 
only 8 per cent had earned ad­ 
vanced degrees. Of the very 
brightest of thts group (with 
I.Q.’s of 125 and above*, only 4 
per cent earned advanced de­ 
grees. With more ambition in­ 
spired In them by teachers and 
parents, many more might havt 
gone farther In education. 
Lack of Money 
A great many gifted children 
don’t get a higher education for 
want of money. Dr. Witty cites a 
study of 1,023 young men and 
women two years after their 
graduation from high school In 
Milwaukee. Among those whose 
I.Q.’s in high school had been 117 
or over, 94 per cent of those whose 
fathers earned $5,000 to $7,500 a 
year were In college; 73 per cent 
of those whose fathers earned 
$3,000 to $5,000 were enrolled; 
while only 44 per cent of those 
whose fathers earned $2,000 to 
$3,000 were attending college. 
Says Witty: “It is clear from sev­ 
eral such studies that subsidies, 
scholarships and fellowships art 
needed by many gifted high 
school and college students.” 
You and I welcome Dr. Witty* 
plea for greater intellectual chal­ 
lenge and educational opportune* 
ties for gifted children and 
youths. But we wish that he and 
others writing on their behalf 
would also emphasize the need by 
these children of learning mort 
responsibilities at home and at 
school, not only by sharing Mi 
doing those things they like to 
do, but also In doing many of the 
necessary 
things 
which 
they 
would rather not do, and which 
they, because of their superior 
mentality, can so easily cscap* 
doing. This applies not only to 
the average child but also and 
especially to the gifted child.
